DEMOCRATS 

Win Hard Fought Battle of Bal- 
lots in City and County. 

W. 0. Head Elected Mayor of Louisville and 
Two Senators and Five Democratic Rep- 



What proved to be one of the fair- 
est and most orderly elections ever 
held in Louisville and Jefferson county 
took place Tuesday, when the Demo- 
crats won after a hard-f ought batth 
W. O. Head was elected Mayor c 
Louisville by a plurality which wi 
run from 2,000 to 3,000 votes. Another 
crown of victory that goes to the 
Democrats in Louisville was the 
election of five school trustees against 
two Republicans. This will give the 
Democrats a majority of two and will 
break the deadlock that has so long 
exhisted. 

In the senatorial and legislative 
races in Louisville the Democrats 
won all but three members for the 
lower house, the defeated Democratic 
candidates being in the Forty-seventh 
and Fiftieth districts. 

Herman D. Newcomb, for the Thir. 
ty-sixth senatorial district, carried 
the First and Second wards, but lost 
the county by a few hundred, leavi 
him with the handsome majority o< 
his contestant, Scherich, of 1,376. 

In the Twenty-eighth senatorial 
district Mark Ryan, Democrat, won 
by 1,310. 

In the Forty-fourth legislative dis- 
trict, Luther C. Owings, Democrat,

The subject of the sketch, 
Mr. John S. Seaton, was born in this 
county, and is related to Messrs. C. A. 
and W. C. Seaton and Mrs. F. L. Jean : 
Camp Point. 111., Sept. 11.— Wed- 
nesday, September the 8th, was the 
82nd. anniversary of the birth of 
John Silas Seatoo, one of the pioneers 
of Camp Point township, whose fath- 
-, the late Richard Seaton, was one 
of thatband of hardy Kentucky set- 
tlers who formed tone of the first 
colonies in what is Apr .amp Point 
and Clayton townships. 

In honor of the occasion a family 
dinner party was maide for him by 
Mrs. Albert L. Hor.ner, his only 
daughter, who has presided over his 
home since her thirteen .th year. Be- 
sides theimmediatefamily the guests 
included Mr. Seaton's only living 
brother, Richard Seaton, formerly 
sheriff of Adams county, 1 his wife, 
their daughter, Mrs. Batesj, and 
husband. Dr. A. D. Bates. 

Mr. Seaton was born in Jeffei 
county, Kentucky, September : 
1827, the son of Richard and Eleanor 
(Mundell) Seaton. His parents emi- 
grated from there to Illinois,comiiiE 
overland in wagons, arriving here 
Oct.llth,1835. Their family then con- 
sisting of Kenner, John and James, 
Margaret and Rebecca, and the chil- 
dren's aged grandmother, Jane Sea- 
ton, who died the following year, and 
whose burial was the first to take 
place in what is now Pleasant View 
churchyard. 

Other settlers who came the same 
year included Adam Raaken Wallace, 
James A. Wallace and .Peter B. Gar- 
rett.

It is believed that some 
of these poisonous plants can be 
choked out by planting certain ag- 
gressive grasses which in time will 
take full possession. Other plants 
like the wild parsnip, which is so fa- 
| tal to cattle, grow to such a height as 
j to be easily seen and are not so nu- 
j merous but that they can be coni- 
! pletely eradicated by pulling them up 
i by the roots. 

Alfalfa Will Grow Everywhere. 

While experts have been declaring 
that alfalfa would only grow in cer- 
tain soils and In certain climates it 
has proved its adaptability to nearly 
all climates and almost all soils. It 
produces with a rainfall as scant as 
fourteen inches, and in the Gulf 
Stater, flourishes with sixty-five 
inches. It gives crops at an eleva- 
tion of SOOO feet abeve Sea level, and 
in Southern California it grows below 
sea level to a height of sit feet or 
over, with nine cuttings a year, ag- 
gregating ten to twelve tons. An au- 
thenticated photograph in possession 
•f the writer shows a wbnderful alf- 
alfa plant raised in the (irrigated) 
desert of Southern California, sixty 
feet belflw sea level, that measured 
considerably more than ten feet in 
height. Satisfactory crops sre raised, 
but on limited areas as yet, in Ver- 
mont and Florida. New York has 
grown It for over 100 years in her 
clay and gravel; Nebraska grows it 
in her western sand hills without 
plowing, as does Nevada on her sage- 
brush desert. The depleted cotton 
Boils of Alabama and rich corn lands 
of Illinois and Missouri each rcsnond 
generouely with profitable yields to 
the enterprising farmer, while its ac-
